New Empire 

Self-Governing Populationi United by 
Something Much Greater Than 
Control 

T.oid Hnlfour, who presided over the 
cummUtoo which drafted the Imperial 
ronferrnro declaration on Intei lmper- 
IhI relnttuns. stated In n spf*rch Uellv* 

( led recently In I.ondon that he had 
heard it said that this declaration ron- 
tntn('d nothing new. It was true ihat 
nothing nexr had been IntroiUiced Into 
tho conslllutlon of the empire, but 
there was n now statement of the moral 
basis on which tho constitutional fab¬ 
ric rested. The new thing was not 
lluit there was no control of the* 
dominions by the Mother Country. Th© 
jnew truth xvas that the self governing 
portions of the empiro now rrgarded 
themselves as elements In a great 
unity which did not depend upon con¬ 
trol. but (Jld depend on comnaon fieaU 
uinl ('ommon tn'Ilefs. 

It was very hard for people td ac¬ 
cept the Idea that a great emplrtj» 
could exist Without control. In nllk 
other nntiutis ihr.o was control. 11 ^ 
might be democratic ronlrul or con¬ 
trol of some absolute monarch or^onto' 
nmhltloiis adventurer, but there was* 
always control. For tho first llmo wo 
had nuw announced that w«x wore an 
eniiilro of xvhlrh self governing popu¬ 
lations xvm* unlti'd by nom^thlnf^ much 
greater or much more subllm (5 than 
control, nnd which so far as he could 
see couM be made ultimately as effec¬ 
tive.
